OW, I think, I am come to what, I con- 
fefs, I have long’d far; were it only to 
fatisfy the impatience of the World, 

‘who have given me no little Diftarbance about 
Queftion, What’s ail thie to the 
Title of your Paper, « Review of the Affairs of 


“France? 


‘Now Iam come to the Connexion of the Af- 
fairs of France, with thofe of Hungary, and to 
‘prove, that an influence fromm thefe, has al] a- 
long too much affeéted thofe. 

I content my (elf with Abridging the Aunga- 
rian part of the Story, as much as poffible, be- 
caufe ’tis the Concern France has in Affairs there, 
is the Principal Defign now ; and the long Di- 
greffion I have made hitherto, has been chiefly 
to make way for this ;.and by the way, to un- 
deceive the Readers, in the point of the Pro- 
teftants being the chief or only Inftrument in 


the Hungarian Revolt. 
‘The People of Hungary, weary of the Ger- 
‘ams, as 1 Noted in my taft, had been Medita> 
ting Liberty and Revenge, and onl waited for 
3 Head,and an Occafion——-—The mperialifts, 
‘a hether that they were fenfible, more than Op 
dinary, of the juft Reafons they had for .it, or 
that they really had Intelligence among them, 
‘and Spies that gave Notice of all their Mea- 
fures; made, or pretended to make a Dif- 
covery ofa Plot in Hungary and according to 
the Cuftom of that Court, immediately feiz'd: 


Prince Ragockfi,Count For d feveral othe 
as they cal'd them, ofthe PrincipalConfpratet:, 
and conveying them to feveralPrifons,broceeded 
again them with a (verity nfital infirch Cafes 
feveral were Condemn‘d, and !fomeagtuaity. pat 
to Death 3 as-------- the Princ among 
the former, and expe@ing every hour to come 
into the Number of the fatten, fousd means to 
break Prifon, and make his Bicepe, I think our. 
of the Caftle of Presburgb 5 and: baving forntd 
his defign too well tobe intercepted, gottint 
into Poland, where I theilierve him for atime, 
and bring the Affairs Of France into the Scenes} 
This happen’d much about the time wheb, or 
foon after, the fecond War with France began 
about the Succeffion of the Crown: of Spain, and 
the breaking of the Treaty of Particion ; for be: 
ing upon the Generals of the War; ‘1 ant poi 
ee rips es 40 days of the Minthis, 
Ww you w in the Parts ior 
¢ King of Frence wound the weight of th 
War began to licheavy upen-him mm whee 
Prince Eugene of Saucy led the beft Army,-whieh 
perhaps the Geracen Empire ever brought’ int 
the Field, being the famerVittorious Troops that 
had ferv'd in Aangatia againft the Tirke! wet 
led by forpe of the. greacedt Generals ofr ; 
Prince Eugene, a Fortunate and Enterprizing 
General, had Worfted the French, even at their 
peculiar Talent, viz. That of Surprife he had 
Gggg Defeat- 
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Defeated af the Precautions they had taken, to 
prevent his getting into July; he had render’d 
uieleis the prodigious Expence they had been 
at, to block up the Paflage at Rivolf, and had 
found a.way into the Veroneze, which the Vene- 
tizns themfelves uled to fay, none but the De- 
vit, or Prince Eugene could have pafs'd —-——- 
They had bautk’d the French again, at the Paf- 
fage of the Adige, near Verona, and got over 
the River without fighting, which the Frewci 
themfelves thought impoffible. 

The French retreating before them, were Sur- 
priz’d and foundly Beaten at Carpi; and a 
continued Series of Succeffes, the Germans pufh’d 
them out of the Brefcian, the Parmefan, the Mo- 
denefe, and part of Cremonefe and Mantuan; 

~-the Parties of the Germams made frequent Ex- 
curfions into the Milanefe; Attack’d Cremona 
jn the Night, and tho’ beaten out of it agair, 
made bold to carry with them the Duke de Vii- 
deroy, the French General, and left. the French 
Affairs in the u:moft Confufion. 

The Emperor, toCompofe this Gallant Army, 
may very well be fuppofed to have drawn his 
Garrifons in Hungary, and left the Towns there 
with much weaker pile than Sok : his Im- 

rial Majefty had a great Army on Foot, upon 
i mim the King of the Romsas, with 
Prince Lewis of Baden, had poth’d the French 
jato the Palatinate, and out of itagain; Befieg’d 
and Taken Landau, and ali their Affairs feem- 
ed to have a very good Afpedt. 

In Order to fupply the Imperial Armies, the 
Emperor drain’dall Hungeris, Auftria, and Bo- 
‘kemia, of Men; and 15000 Recruits we find at 
once, out of Ausgaria, befides a draught of 5 
Regiments more,. and-a new Levy of 6000 

 Huffars. : 

Never was a like Opportunity for the Aun- 
gérians to recover their Liberties, they found 
their Prince at Liberty, and to the utmoft ex- 
afperated ;. they found their Germain Lords and 
Taskmafters, who Rul’d them with a Rod of 
of Stee}, Embarafs'd in Remote Wars, and their 
Engines, the Soldiers gone———Prince Kagockf, 
who had been in Poland, and had feveral Inter- 
views, Incognito, with the French Ambaffadors , 
which as it feems,the Papers of that Envoy,feiz’d 
by the King of Poland, difcover’d 5 receiv’d 
Bocooo Crowns from him, with Promifes of 
farther Supply, makes the beft of his way into 
kungarias and.as he found the People prepar’d, 


and the Cireumftances os above, prefently ap- 
pears in Arms, and Publifhes his Declaration 
tor Liberty and Property. 

I need not acquaint the World of the Prodi- 
gious Succefies of this Prince, *tis enough to 
fay, That he is Compleat Mafter of Upper Hun- 
gary, Agria, and Great Warradin excepted, and 
that his Troops have feveral times pafs’d the 
Danube 3 that he has ftarv’d out the Garrifons 
of feveral Imperial Places, that he has routed — 
the Imperial Troops on feveral occafions; that 
he has, as we are told from thence, 80000 Men 
in Arms ; that he has Piundred and made Incur- — 
fions into Moravizand Auftrie, withina League _ 
of Vienmz; that he has brought the Tranfilua- — 
nians to Revolt, and caus’d them to acknowledge 
him Prince of that Country, as his Grandfather — 
was before him. 
That his Forces have twice ravag’d the Lower | 
Hungary, taken feveral confiderable Towns, | 
and made the Inhabitants joyn with himsthat re 
has debauch’d the Cro.tians,and been very near 
gaining his Point with chem; which ifhe had, 
he would have open’d a Communication Via Ca- 
rintbia with the Ele€tor of Bavariz, and Con- | 
fequently with France. | 

And this opens the way, at leaft totouch op | 
onthe Methods thefe Mzlecontents have taken 
te Support themfelves. | 

Their Corre{pondence with the French by the 
way of Poland, is as plain, that it wants very iit-_ 
tle Demonftration, tho’ I thall meet with occa- _ 
fion te confirm-it, paft doubt, bur that they had 
fome other dependance, is alfo plain. . 

The very next Year after this Flame broke - 

out in Hungariz, and the Emperor, who had the 
French on his Hands imhis Fronr, had the Aun- 
garians in his Rear, Inflting his Garrifous, and 
Ravaging even in fighc of the Imperial Pallace : 
A worfe Fire broke out in the very Bowels of the 
Germim Empire; The Elector of Bavaria feizes 
‘Ulm, Memingen,Remper, and all their Dependen- 
Ces, joyns with the French, and Declares open 
War againft the Emperor. 

This Revolt, affifted by the French with Pow- 
erful Armies, grew to that heighth, that rot- 


' 
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-withftanding the Eleftor was baulk’d in Tire/, 


yet he carried his Incurfions into Bsbemia and the 
Lower Auftria; and in one Campaign more, we 
all expedted him to be Crown’d Emperor, inthe 
Pallace of Vienna. .
